Applicant also files 
simultaneously with this response a Revocation of Prior Power of Attorney and Power of 
Attorney and Prosecution by Assignee Under 37 C.F.R. § 3. 71 supported by the attached

Applicant hereby elects Group I (claims 1-18), with traverse. 

The Examiner asserts that Groups I- VI are separate and distinct inventions as each 
require materially different searches. Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner's 




assertion. Applicant respectfully submits that it would not be an undue burden to search the 
claims of Groups I- VI. 

At the very least, Applicant requests that the Examiner search Groups I-III together. 
Applicant respectfully notes that the claims of Groups I-III are all directed to a method of 
determining whether a member of a pool of test transcription factors encode a pathway 
transcription factor. 

Applicant expressly reserves his right under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to file a divisional or 
continuation application directed to the nonelected subject matter during the pendency of this 
application. 

Applicant requests examination of the elected subject matter on the merits.
